STRATHCONA JURY 
CENSURE RAILWAY 


In Reporting on Whyte Ave. Fatal- 
ity Say Air Brakes Should be 
on Street Cars. 


“We, the undersigned jurors, ap- 
pointed on behalf of the Crown to 
inquire into the circumstances in cofi- 
nection with the death of Charles M&- 
Kerrell, Which occurred on the 25th of 
July, 1910, on Whyte avenue, between 
First and Second streets west, report 
as follows: 

Ist. That the deceased came by his 
death by being accidentally run over 
by No. 5 street car of the Edmonton 
Street Railway company, in charge of 
Conductor Edward Pascoe and Motor- 
man Robert Lindsay, and [n our opifi- 
ion no blame is attached to either the 
conductor or motorman, but It was 
our opinion that accident might have 
been avoided but for the neglect of 
the parties responsible for not having 
the weeds destroyed along the tracks 
which at the place of the accident 
were about three feet high. 

2nd. That in our opinion the evid- 
ence goes to show that the large pole 
in use at this point obstructed the 
view of the motorman. 

8rd. We strongly condemn the fen- 
der which is in use on this car in that 
it is defective and is not carried close 
epough to the rails, 

“4th. We consider that the brake 
used on this car is insufficient for the 
protection of human life and we would 
recommend the use of air brakes.” 

Signed, A. H. Richards, foreman;

Such was the verdict arrived at af- 
ter nearly three hours’ deliberation by 
the jury sworn in at the inquest held 
yesterday afternoon in the Strathcona 
city hall for the purpose of looking 
into the death of little Charlie Me- 
Kerrell, who was run over and killed 
Saturday evening. 

A Lengthy Session. 

The inquest started at two o'clock 
and the decision was not brought in 
till after eight o'clock in the evening. 


The first two witnesses called were 
Willie Turnbull and George Schultz, | 
the companions of the unfortunate 


little fellow at the time of the tragedy. 
They stated that om Saturday even- 
yey werg playing around the car 
‘ } near the corner of Whyte ave- 
nue and First street west, when a car 
came along. As the car was nearing, 
George Schultz ran across the tracks 
and Charlie attempted to foliow him, 
but when he reached the middle of 
the tracks he became frightened and 
endeavored to turn back sharply, with 
the result that he tripped and fell 
under the wheels of the car, 
Had Scen Accident, 
McGuire, the next witness, said 
the evening of the accident 
his wife were walking down 
avenue near First street. A 
car passed them but was seen to stop 
and McGuire heard sereams, Run- 
ning over he, saw a little fellow lying 
on the track, the car evidently having 
passed right over his thighs, severing 
his legs completely from his body. He 
immediately ran back and telephoned

When questioned the witness said 
that the weeds growing between the 
car tracks were very high. 


It was just twilight at the time of 
the accident, but witness could not 
swear as to whether the headlight of 
the car was lit or not. 

Geo. Weston, a passenger of the ill- 
fated car, was next called, He board- 
ed the car at the corner of First 
street and had just got seated nicely 
when the car was stopped and the 
motorman came back saying that he 
had run over a boy. Witness pvt out 
and saw the boy lying at the side of 
the track. There was quite a hum- 
ber of weeds high enough to hide a 
boy of four years. He did not remem- 
ber whether the car was lit up ov 
not, but stated that it was stopped 
within two lengths of itself. 

Saw Boy Running. 

Mrs. Harmer, the only lady in the 
car at the time, was next called, She 
boarded the car at Fourth street east 
and after it passed First street west 
she noticed through the window that 
a little boy ran across the tracks, and 
the next thing she saw another little 
fellow was underneath the car wheels. 
From her seat she could just see the 
boy's head as the car severed his legs. 
The car stopped almost immediately. 
Witness would swear that lights were 
on in the car and that the headlight 
The car was not going at a 
fast rate of speed, She also noticed 
that the weeds were very high, in 
fact high enough to obstruct the view 
of a four-year-old boy who might 
without knowing it walk right in front 
of a car, 

Motorman’s Story. 

Robert Lindsay, the motorman, 
stated that he stopped at First street 
west for passengers. After starting 
he noticed that a boy passed in front 
of the car going from south to north. 
He did not see anything else until he 
got up to a post where the weeds 
were exceptionally thick and tall, 
then a little fellow stepped out of 
the weeds from behind a large wood- 
on post. The motorman yelled, re- 
versed the power and put on the 
brakes, but the boy fell across the 
rails while his cap fell on the top of 
the fender, He did not have time to 
let down the fender as if he did let 
it down it would pave dropped on top 
of the boy.

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GENERAL RAINS 


BREAK DROUGHT, 


Too Late to Save the Wheat and 
Oats on Spring Ploughing in 
Manitoba. 


Winnipeg, Man, July 25.—The 
backbone of the drought was broken 
on Saturday by general and in many 
pleces heavy rains. While these rains 
are tov late to save wheat and oats 
on spring ploughing, even in southern 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta, 
where conditions are worse, still t 
will do’ much good. There are many 
crops on faliowed land that will be 
helped by rain and the mere fact of 
the grass getting a wetting will help 
the feed problem which was getting 
worse. 

In a number of Manitoba districts 
farmers have been preparing to sow 
their fallows with millet if rain should 
come and rain having come, there 
is still time to grow a reasonably 
good crop of millet for fodder. 

In northern Manitoba, north and 
central Saskatchewan and northern 
Alberta, where the crops are only be- 
ginning to suffer for want of moisture 
the present rainfall will do incaleul- 
able good and the fact of it being fol- 
lowed by coo] light winds will ensure 
the greatest possible benefit. 

Not Out of Danger. 

Western crops are not yet beyond 
the danger zone and the lose will 
still be heavy but it is no exaggera- 
tion to eay that the rainfall of the 
last thirty-six dhours has been worth 
a million dollars to the western crops 

William Whyte, of the C.P.R., has 
beeen advised by Hon. W. H. Mother- 
well, (Minister of Agriculture, to the 
effect that the crop in that province is 
now sufficiently advanced to warrant 
a sefe aggregate estimate of sixty 
million bushels

MEN TO A FINISH 


Leaves Government Powerless 
to Intervene. 


Ottawa, July 25.—The question as 
to whether or not the Grand Trunk 
Railway strike will come to an end 
at once Is in the hands of President 
Hays, but apparently the company 
has made up its mind to fight the 
Strikers to a finish, 

This is the view of the Labor de- 
partment, which admits that a dead- 
lock has been reached. The govern- 
ment is ready to lend its good offices 
in any capacity the parties to the 
dispute might desire, but in view of 
Hays’ attitude there is nothing fur- 
ther to do at present. 

The Grand Trunk situation is some- 
what altered by the announcement 
from Hays that the time for arbitra- 
tion is past, and that the company is 
prepared to fight to the end. James 
Murdoch, of the Trainmen’s Union, 
Montreal, says that if Hays sticks to 
the position he has taken when the 
men are willing to arbitrate the road 
will be the loser, as the union can 
afford to keep the men out and will 
do so, Reports received in this city 
indicate that the company is gradu- 
ally resuming its freight service. 

Montreal, July 25.—The Grand 
Trunk this morning re-opened its 
shops all over the system, and thus 
between four and five thousand men, 
who were rendered idle through the 
strike, returned to work. The com- 
pany is not running full passenger 
service, but resumed a large portion 
of the freight service, further announ- 
cing that at the present rate of pro- 
gress the whole service will be normal 
this week. 

The strike leaders are holding « 
series of conferences lasting over the 
whole of yesterday and today, 8. N 
Berry, V.P., of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Conductors, who has been in 
Toronto since the beginning of the
